SPARKS FROM MARK: 

In last week's sparks, I mentioned that Bishop 
Cupich would be helping us in trying to keep 
the balance between the altar and the tabernacle 
as we continue to move forward with the plans 


for the new altar, ambo and font. In "Built of 
Living Stones" (BLS), paragraph 74, it says that 
the diocesan bishop is to determine where the 
tabernacle will be placed and to give further 
direction. 

The present location of the tabernacle at 
OLBH with the rays coming out from it draw 
ones attention away from the Eucharistic 
celebration and its components as is stated in 
BLS. The tabernacle is the focus of the 
sanctuary, which takes away from the altar. 
Again, in BLS paragraph 56, it states that the 
altar is the center of thanksgiving that the 
Eucharist accomplishes and the point, which 
other rites are in some manner arrayed. The 
church teaches that the altar is Christ. In 
paragraph 57 of BLS it states that the altar is the 
natural focal point of the sanctuary; at OLBH it 
seems that the tabernacle is by its placement and 
design is the focus point. 

Paragraph 80, of BLS calls for a sufficient 
area of distance, if possible, to separate the altar 
from the tabernacle in trying in keep the proper 
balance between the two, as Bishop Cupich 
address in his article in last month's West River 
Catholic. As I am presiding, I can almost turn 
around and touch the tabernacle with my hands. 
In addition. I feel uncomfortable at times with 
by back against the tabernacle during part of our 
Liturgy, as do some of our Eucharistic Ministers 
who come up to help distribute the Eucharist. 

We will continue to work with Bishop Cupich 
as we move forward with our project. We will 
be presenting several possibilities to the Bishop 
for his consideration, which I will go over next 
week in "Sparks".
